WIRIN was a Communist Party (CP) member as early 
as 1935 and in 1936 was an Organizer of the CP in the 
Imperial Valley of California. WIRIN was a member of the 
CP Club of Los Angeles in 1940, but was dropped from the 
CP during that year. He was criticized by the CP for his 
legal defense of Japanese aliens in that he advocated 
their civil rights. 

WIRIN has aoted as defense attorney for leaders 
of the CP under trial for violation of the Smith Act. He 
has consistently defended the CP and CP members and has 
appeared before the House Un-American Activities Committee 
hearings as counsel for numerous CP members who had been 
subpoenaed as witnesses.
